or brokers or directly recruit foreign workers;

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(1) AUDIT REQUIREMENT.—Beginning in fiscal
year 2012, and n each fiscal year thereafter, the In-
spector General of the Department of Justice shall
conduct an audit of not fewer than 10 percent of all
recipients of grants under this Act to prevent waste,
fraud, and abuse of funds by grantees.

(2) MANDATORY EXCLUSION.—A recipient of
grant funds under this Act that is found to have an
unresolved audit finding shall not be eligible to re-
cetwve grant funds under this Act during the 2 fiscal
years beginning after the 6-month period described in
paragraph (5).

(3) PRIORITY.—In awarding grants under this
Act, the Attorney General shall give priority to eligi-
ble entities that, during the 3 fiscal years before sub-
mitting an application for a grant under this Act,
did not have an unresolved audit finding showing a
violation in the terms or conditions of a Department
of Justice grant program.

(4) REIMBURSEMENT.—If an entity 1s awarded
grant funds under this Act during the 2-fiscal-year
period in which the entity 1s barred from receiving
grants under paragraph (2), the Attorney General

shall—
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(A) deposit an amount equal to the grant
Junds that were improperly awarded to the
grantee into the General Fund of the Treasury;
and

(B) seek to recoup the costs of the repay-
ment to the fund from the grant recipient that
was erroneously awarded grant funds.

(5) DEFINED TERM.—In this subsection, the
term “unresolved audit finding” means an audit re-
port finding, statement, or recommendation that the
grantee has utilized grant funds for an unauthorized
expenditure or otherwise unallowable cost that is not
closed or resolved within a 6-month period beginning
on the date of an initial notification of the finding
or recommendation.

(6) MATCHING REQUIREMENT.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Unless otherwise explic-
itly provided, mno funds may be expended for
grants to non-federal entities until a 25 percent
non-Federal match has been secured by the
grantee to carry out this subsection.

(B) CASH REQUIREMENT.—Not less than 60
percent of the matching requirement described in

subparagraph (A) shall be in cash.
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(C) IN-KIND CONTRIBUTIONS.—No more
than 40 percent of the matching requirement de-
seribed in  subparagraph (A) may be in-kind
contributions. In this subparagraph, the term
“in-kind contributions” means legal or other re-
lated professional services and office space that
directly relate to the purpose for which the grant
was awarded.

(7)  NONPROFIT  ORGANIZATION  REQUIRE-

MENTS.—

(A) DEFINITION.—For purposes of this sec-

tion and the grant programs described in this
Act, the term “nonprofit organization” means an
organization  that s described in  section
501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986
and 18 exempt from taxation wunder section
501(a) of such Code.

(B) ProHIBITION.—The Attorney General
may not award a grant under any grant pro-
gram described in this Act to a nonprofit organi-
zation that holds money in offshore accounts for
the purpose of avoiding paying the tax described
m section 511(a) of the Internal Revenue Code

of 1986.
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(C) DiscLoSURE—(C) DISCLOSURE.—
Each nonprofit organization that is awarded a
grant under a grant program described in this
Act and uses the procedures prescribed in requla-
tions to create a rebuttable presumption of rea-
sonableness for the compensation of its officers,
directors, trustees and key employees, shall dis-
close to the Attorney General, in the application
for the grant, the process for determining such
compensation, including the independent persons
mvolved in reviewing and approving such com-
pensation, the comparability data used, and con-
temporaneous substantiation of the deliberation
and decision. Upon request, the Attorney General
shall make the information disclosed under this

subsection available for public inspection.
(8) ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES.—Not more than
5 percent of the amounts authorized to be appro-
priated in any fiscal year under subsections (b)(2)
and (f) of section 107(f) of the Trafficking Victims
Protection Act of 2000, section 204 of the Trafficking
Victims Protection Reauthorization Act of 2005, and
section 231 of this Act may be used by the Attorney
General for salaries and administrative expenses of

the Department of Justice.
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(9) CONFERENCE EXPENDITURES.—

(A) LIMITATION.—No amounts authorized
to be appropriated to the Department of Justice
under this Act may be used by the Attorney Gen-
eral, or by any indwidual or organization
awarded funds under this Act, to host or support
any expenditure for conferences, unless the Dep-
uty Attorney General or the appropriate Assist-
ant Attorney General provides prior written au-
thorization that the funds may be expended to
host a conference.

(B)  WRITTEN APPROVAL.—Written  ap-
proval under subparagraph (A) may not be dele-
gated and shall include a written estimate of all
costs associated with the conference, including
the cost of all food and beverages, audio/visual
equipment, honoraria for speakers, and any en-
tertainment.

(C) REPORT.—The Deputy Attorney Gen-
eral shall submit an annual report to the Com-
mittee on the Judiciary of the Senate and the
Committee on the Judiciary of the House of Rep-
resentatives on all conference expenditures ap-
proved and denied.

(10) PROHIBITION ON LOBBYING ACTIVITY.—
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(A) IN GENERAL—Awmounts authorized to
be appropriated under this Act may not be uti-
lized by any grant recipient to—

(1) lobby any representative of the De-
partment of Justice regarding the award of
grant funding; or

(11) lobby any representative of a fed-
eral, state, local, or tribal government re-
garding the award of grant funding.

(B) PENALTY.—If the Attorney General de-
termanes that any recipient of a grant under this

Act has violated subparagraph (A), the Attorney
